Prof Laffkcr. the first American 
scientist to enter the tomb, died four 
months later. 

Seven French journalists were al¬ 
lowed to n»t the tomb They were all 
young men Uuf six of them died mys¬ 
teriously wiih'n the neit two yean. 

Woolf Joel visited the tomb a few 
days after its opening He was dead be¬ 
fore the year was out 

Jay Gould, the American fuuaoer. 
was taken ill while he was ta the tomb 
He died a few week* later The attend¬ 
ing physicians diagnosed the admen 
as pneumonia 

Almost every one of the Egyptian 
workmen who had helped to uncover 
the tomb died under unexplained cir¬ 
cumstances soon afterwards
